REPORT 


OF THE 

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

-- 


In making our annual report of the condition of the schools wo 
find nothing that calls for particular or extended remarks. Wo 
think the schools the past year have been fully up to the average 1 
standard. We are gratified to believe that the schools in (his 
town will compare favorably with those of any of our neighbors. 
And yet our standard of excellence is much too low. There are 
many faults to be noted. Perhaps the greatest evil is irregular 
attendance. Parents should see that their children attend every 
day and should themselves have an oversight of the schools. 

Our school buildings are all in reasonably good condition. \\ ■ 
notice quite extensive repairs and improvements at Oak Hill. 

In school books we have made one change—the adoption of the 
Pish-Eobinson series of Arithmetics. Eaton’s Ari Mime lies \yi re 
adopted about thirteen years ago and had never be mi « \- In .iv« !y 
used. In some schools as many as five different kind* of Arith¬ 
metics were to be found, causing a great deal of eoiifusMi and 
waste of lime. The new books have been introduc'd into all 1,1m 
schools and seem to be received with much lhvor. 

There has. been some discussion in town about tin* propriety of 
having a Supervisor of Schools instead of a school ••niinuiUce of 
three There is much to be said in favor of the, plan. Ah at 
present arranged no one of the commit ten lias per km»u lodge 
of all the schools in town. Each oL [lie Hue, Ini* cork.in bools 
under his charge and knows little about, the rest. A Supervisor 
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would have oversight of every school and there would he no divi¬ 
sion of responsibility. This is a subject worthy of careful consid¬ 
eration. 

We have complaint to make of those agents who do not give the 
Committee notice of the commencement and close of their schools. 
The committee are sometimes blamed for not visiting schools when 
the}' have never been informed and do not know they are keeping. 
It is the duty of the Agents to give the committee notice in writing 
and a penalty is provided for cases of neglect. The Agents should 
also bear in mind that the}' are required to give to the committee 
the number of scholars in their districts in April. We are delayed 
every year in our re turn to the State Superintendent by some one 
or more of the Agents neglecting to make their census returns in 
season. 

YVe are glad to acknowledge the generous interest which our 
townspeople have taken in their schools and their cordial coopera¬ 
tion with the committee during the year just closed as well as 
previous years. 

Below we give in detail an account of the schools in the several 
districts. 


DISTRICT NO. 1 —Beech Hill. 

Miss Sara l 1 ;. Buukank taught both the Summer and Winter 
terms of this school with gratifying results. She is a good teach¬ 
er, aud the district that secures her services is a fortunate one. 


DISTRICT NO 2—Black Point. 

The Summer and Fall Terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Sadie A, Larrabee, with her usual success. Her reputation as a 
teacher is too well established to require any extended report b orn 
us. 

Winter Term —Mr. John C. Gaud, teacher. The term was a 
long one and many of the scholars dropped out. We did not at¬ 
tribute the hilling off from attendance to anv fault of the teacher, 
for we consider the school well taught. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3—Libby's. 

This school was divided into three terms of eight weeks each. 
All were taught by Miss Edna Libby, who fully sustained her 
well earned reputation as a first class teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 4—Blue Point. 

Summer Term —Miss Mary T, Bennett, teacher. We tound 
here a pleasant school with full numbers and a good degree of 
interest manifested by teacher and pupils. Tue term as a whole 
was quite up with the average and worthy of commendation . 

Winter Term .— Mr. Joseph W. Leavitt, teacher. This term 
opened favorably. 'The teacher spared no pains; the discipline 
was good, and the scholars made excellent progress in their stud¬ 
ies. This state of affairs continued until near the close, when 
sickness and fear of contagious disease greatly reduced she num¬ 
ber of scholars. In spite of these .unfavorable circumstances, the 
school is deserving of a good report. 


DISTRICT NO. 5,—Dunstan. 

Summer Term ,— Edith L. Davis, Teacher. It is difficult to 
give a correct report of this term of school. The teacher labored 
with unusual diligence and deserves credit for her labors in be¬ 
half of the school. Yet, she seemed to have no tact in manage¬ 
ment. We were surpiised to find a teacher descend to petty 
bickerings with children over the most trivial matters. Some of 
the scholars were greatly in fault, but the teacher’s course was 
neither sensible nor dignified. A few scholars made very good 
advancement in their studies. Some made fair progress, and 
some none at all. 

Winter Term ,— Mr. Albert E. Millett, Teacher. An excel¬ 
lent term of school. Full in numbers, constant in attendance. 
The scholars all kept up an unabated interest to the end. The 
classes at the closing examination all made an uncommonly good 
appearance. One large class in grammar deserves particular no- 
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tiee. This class made surprising progress. The district was 
fortunate in securing the services of so good a teacher as Mr. 
MilleU showed himself to be. 

DISTRICT NO. .6—Seottov Hill. 

Summer Term .—Miss Lizzie K. Johnson, teacher. Miss 
Johnson has kept a very good school. Her classes showed thor¬ 
ough instruction, and the school made in all respects a satis factor}" 
appearance. The teacher well sustained her former high reputation. 

Winter Term —Mu. John Ham, teacher. We found here a live 
teacher and a live school, showing advancement all along the line. 
No visit, was made at the close, owing to a misunderstanding as to 
the time of closing. We leel safe however, in calling this a 
profitable term, and such we are informed is the fact. 

DISTRICT NO. 7 ISeeeh Ridge. 

Summer Term .—Miss Ella W. Ijiiiiv. teacher. Under the 
instruction of Miss Libby, the closing ex ami nation showed that 
there had been close application on the part of scholars and faith¬ 
fulness on the pari of teacher. 

Winter Term —Mu. Uuaih.es E. Ciienky, teacher. Under his 
able mid faithful management., vi ry good improvement was made 
in the various branches taught. The order and deportment of the 
scholars were good, and the promptness evinced by the various 
classes was evidence of the success which lias attended the faith¬ 
ful labors of the teacher. 

DISTRICT NO. 10 — Broad Turn. 

Summer Term —Miss Mary K. Ricker, teacher. We were 
well pleased with Miss Ricker’s management of her school. She 
showed herself energetic and capable. 'The school showed good 
discipline, prompt recitations and lessons well Learned. 

Winter Term. — Mr. Willard 1>. Booth by. teacher. This 
was Mr. Boothbv’s first experience as a teacher and he deserves 
credit for the interest he took in the school. The term was short, 
but there seemed to be good progress made by all the classes. 








DISTRICT No 11—Oak Hill. 

Summer Term —Miss Moses, teacher. The school ran smooth¬ 
er and was as well instructed as our schools will average. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. Cobb. We were well 
pleased with his method of instruction, and the standard of dis¬ 
cipline he introduced and maintained. There was a certain posi¬ 
tiveness in his work that was refreshing to witness. We were 
looking forward to a fruitful result of his labor with interest, but 
a fit of sickness separated him from his charge, and the term 
was abruptly closed. 


DISTRICT NO. 13—Coal Kiln. 

Miss Wildkkd Evans, teach t. It sometimes happens that a 
teacher will do excellent work in one school and entirely fail in 
another. Miss Evans was a young lady of tine attainments and 
we think an excellent teacher, but was not in the right school, al¬ 
though her pupils made good improvement. 

Winter Term , — Wi lltam F. Pilsbuky, tedclier. Under the 
careful instruction of the teacher, the school was profitable to the 
pupils and creditable to teacher. Though a young teacher, Mr. 
P. exhibited the skill of a more'experienced teacher in conducting 
recitations. The scholars showed by their unusually large attend¬ 
ance that they appreciated a good teacher.
